FORT MONMOUTH, N.J. — Here 
at the U.S. Army's only pigeon breed- 
ing and training centre, there lives a 
glamorous group of pensioned pig- 
eons, They live in semi-retirement. 
What's more, like all old soldiers, 
they like their luxurious and exclu- 
sive home, 

Also, like old soldiers, maybe they 
like to swap war yarns, Take Joe 
for instance, If you understood pig-. 
eon English, you might hear Joe tell- 
ing the birds how once during World 
War II, he saved the lives of 1,000 
soldiers, 

Here's the story: 

As in all armies, even the generals 
sometimes don’t know just how good 
their men are, In this instance, a 
famous general's men advanced far 
faster than scheduled. One thousand 
of them slashed through the enemy's 
defences to occupy a town in no time 
flat. 

Meanwhile, Allied bombers had the 
town zeroed in for annihilation that 
night. No messages could get 
through. Radio and radar this time 
were as useless as voice sound. 

The general racked his brain. 
Being an oldtimer who had been 
around long before radio and radar, 
he knew about pigeons. So he called 
for one—a patriotic pigeon who, like 
Garcia, would get the message 
through at all costs. 

“Joe” was chosen to carry the mes- 
sage across the channel to England. 
Strapped to his back was a small 
cartridge containing a message to the 
bomber skipper to cancel the sched- 
uled raid on the German town. 

To make a long story short, Joe 
arrived in England just as the bomb- 
ers were taking off. Result: at least 
1,000 Allied lives saved. 

Another World War II hero living 
at the Centre is Snooky. This bird 
holds the distinction of being the 
first messenger—winged or otherwise 
—to carry a tactical message on en- 
emy gun emplacements after the in- 
vasion of France, 

Snooky flew 90 miles in less than 
114 hours to deliver his message thus 
carving his niche in the pigeon hall 
of fame by that deed of derring-do. 

Pigeons passe? Not so you'd notice 
it!

means more than protection against 
three deadly diseases. Immunization 
gives parents peace of mind. 

“Immunization is a vital part of 
the public health program not only 
because it can effectively prevent the 
occurrence of diphtheria, whooping 
cough and smallpox, but also because 
it removes the eternal anxiety of par- 
ents—at least™on these three scores," 
said Dr. Bates, 

“Consider, too, what it

League records, Among all the con- 
tagious diseases, whooping cough 


continues as the leading cause of 
death in children under one year of 
age in Canada. 

“No one questions for a moment 
the desirability of saving children’s 
lives and medical science has provid- 
ed the means of doing this,” summed 
up Dr. Bates. “And yet Canadian 
parents continue to let their children 
go along without the sure protection 
of immunization. Hence the neces- 
sity for our continual promotion of 
the idea of immunization. Hence 
National Immunization Week.”

Hockey Training Hints 


The hockey training season will be} 
opening soon for the many players 
who will compete in school and city 
league competition. The smart ones 
will be thinking about getting in 
shape before the time actually ar- 
rives when they get “out on the ice. 

The condition he develops now is 
likely to be a very important factor 
in the player's success during the 


regular season, Special training 
work can help him develop greater 
physical efficiency, eliminate weak 


spots in his body structure, and pre- 
pare his muscles to withstand the} 
usual aches and pains of the first 
few practices. 

A Sports College survey has indi- 
cated that the most important parts 
of the body to the hockéy player are 
the hips, front and back thighs, the 
knees, the lower legs and ankles. 
Special work on these key areas in 
pre-season training will be time well- 
spent. The dividends will be goals 
and cheers from the crowd. ~ 

Here are two excellent hip exer- 
cises, 

Hip Rotating: Stand with the feet 
comfortably apart. Rotate the hips 
in as large circles as possible, trying 
to keep the rest of the body still. 
Swing the hips from right to left} 
first, then from left to right. Start 
slowly, and gradually increase your 
speed until you are rotating quickly. 
Repeat until reasonably tired. 

Leg Circling: Lie on your side on 
the floor. Raise the top leg as far 
as possible. Keep the knee stiff, and 
move the leg in as wide a circle as 
possible, from right to left and left 
to right. Start slowly and gradually 
increase speed. Repeat until tired, 
then roll over and do the same thing 
with the other leg. 

These exercises, if properly per- 
formed, will do a very effective job 
of developing greater hip flexibility 
and strength. These will mean im- 
provement in the skaters’ skating 


power, speed and agility. 
Next week, we'll outline more spe- 
celal hockey exercises.
